EDITORIAL COMMENT 


CANNOT BE REVIVED 
HONEST ELECTIONS 


T 


HE self-styled "stalwart" silver men of Ne- 


vada, it is announced, will hold another 


"rump" convention this year and place a full 
State ticket in the field, that is if the necessary 
number of stool pigeons can be secured to take 
the nominations. This fake political organiza- 
tion was manipulated as a back action of the 
Republican party in this State two years ago and 
the scheme was worked to the liyiit. The attempt 
to infuse life in the "rumps" for another cam- 
paign is not likely to meet with success.—Winne- 
mucca Star. 


As the "rumps" only polled about 800 votes 


in the last election, it will be impossible for the 
so-called "party" to gain a place on the ticket 
otherwise than by petition. Hence it is not at all 
likely that an attempt will be made to galvanize 
it into life again this year. It served its purpose 
two years ago by dividing the Fusion vote thus 
aiding in the defeat of Governor Sparks and the 
election of Xixon. It was with this idea in view 
that it was financed by Gco. S. Nixon, although 
it is questionable whether it was worth what it 
cost that gentleman. Its reasons for existing 
were prett\ well exploited and understood at that 
time and it is hardly likely that a sufficient num- 
ber of dupes can be secured again to accept the 
honor ( ?) of a place on its roll of membership. 
It is true that one o"f the leaders of the move- 
ment of two \ears ago has announced that he is 
willing to again sacrifice himself by taking aitjt 
nomination on the "rump" ticket for anv posi- 
tion from Governor up—AVO say that advisedlv 
for the higher (he nomination the bigger the joke 
—but ns Senator Nixon is not vitally interested 
llii.s campaign, some difficulty will be found in 
financing the project, especially so as its adher 
cnts arc of the class that "must be shown" wherci- 
in it will profit them. 


At all events it is a matter of so little moment 


to the Democrats and the icgular Silver Parry 
organization that no one is la\ing awake nights 
devising \va\s and means to circumvent the dis- 
turbers. So long as some one pays for the amuse- 
ment they derive from it nobody should care how 
much fun they have.

VER since the tariff beneficaries started in 


to corrupt electors in the "doubtful states'"
